Writes. But moſt certain it is,, that it was firſt 
built and, cugded by the Brizons, or Hrntes; fer

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this "Tine [A. D. 1 383. had in "re ITN 
well among Chronographers as among the Cor- 
niſb People, who were fometimes one with this 
Province, bur is now in a County of them- MM 
ſelves, next bordering to this, and in the-lame MF 
Diodeſe; and they are the Remnant of the 
Blood of Brutus. For when Cadwalladar, Kin 
of this Land, by reaſon of a great Famine ue 
| Peſtilence, was driven to forſake the ſame; and 
fly into Little Britaine, named Armorica, | Britan- 
, in France] which is now under the Domini- 
on of the French King, the greateſt Part of his 
People fled, ſome into Wales, and ſome into 
a where they and their Poſterity have 
continued ever ſince. 
Ĩhe old Chronographers, Searchers, and Wri- 
ters of Antiquities, do find that this City was 
called Corinia, and thereof the Cathedral Cerck 5 
of 'the fame was (as Bale faith) named Ecclefia 
| Corinienſis. Which Name, if it were firſt given 
by Corims (as Leland ſaith), who after the Ar- 
rival of Brutus into this Land was made the firſt 
Dulce of this whole Weſt Country of Devon and 
| Cormuall, which were both compriſed under the 
_ Name of Corinia ; whereof this City ever hath 
3 , - been and is the Metropolis, and always Parcel, 
1 ſometime of che Kingdom, then of the Dutehy, 
And afrerwards of the Earldom, and now again 
of the Dutchy of Cornwall; then Out of Doubt 
this City is of no Tefs Antiquity than the faid 
Names do import. It was alſo called Agua. 
Of this Name there were divers Cities, ſo na- 
med by the Romans; but this only was named 
| Aupiuftz Britannorum,” and ſo called ( as” ſome 
© think) by the Romans at the Conctufion of the 
Peace made at the Stege of chis City, between 
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King Aruiragus and Veſpaſian, General of the 
Roman Army under Claudius Auguſtus. 

The Britons, in their Tongue or Language, 
do call this City by ſundry Names; the firſt 
and eldeſt is Cair Penbulgoile, that is to ſay, the 
Proſperous Chief Town in the Wood; as doth + 
appear by Gefferie of Monmouth and Ponticus Vi. 
runnius. It was alſo called Pennebaltecaire, that 
is, the Chief City or Town upon the Hill; as - 
doth appear in a Traverſe between the Biſhop, 
Dean, and Chapter of this City, of the one Part; 
and the Mayor, Bailiff, and Commonalty, of 
the other Part, concerning their Liberties, - But 
the Names which the Corniſh People do at this 
Time remember and retain, are fecially three, 
Pennecaire, Caireruth, Cairiſke. Pennecaire ſig- 
nifyeth the Chief City, Cairerutb the Red or 
Reddiſh City, ſo called, and taking the Name of . 
the Ground and Soil whereon *tis ituated, which 
is a red Earth; and Cairiſte is the City of Me, 
being ſo called of the River, which the Britons 
name Iſte, and which floweth faſt by the ſame. 
And of this Name Hoveden in his Chronicle ma- 
keth mention, ſaying thus: Auno Domini 877 
exe citus Danorum ab Wareham nocte quadam, fæ- 
dere dirupto, ad Exeanceſtre diverterunt, quod 
' Britannice dicitur Caireiſke, © 

Ptolomeus, the famous Aon who Is. 
ved about the Year of our Lord 162, (Coell be- 
ing King of this Land) named this City a, . 
and the River Jaca. And Bale (the Searcher of 
Antiquities) following the ſame Opinion, doth 
alſo name the City La, and the Inhabitants I 
cans. But, under Correction be it ſpoken, a 
Man may well think that Prolomeus, being in 
N Alexandria, and ſo far diſtant from this Land, 
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Was 8 d, or the Print miſtaken. For it 


is moſt likely that the River ſnould be named 
Iſca according to the Britiſh Speech, wherein it 
was called Jſca; and which Name by tranſpo- 
ſing of the two middle Letters, doth at this pre- 
ſent remain, being now named T7cſa, or Exa. 


But whatever the Cenſures and Opinions of Pto- 


 lomeus and of Bale be, (who wrote only upon Re- 
port) it is certain chat the Names which the 
Brutes or Britons gave, were of longeſt Continu- 
ance And this City was called by their Deno- 
minations for the Space of 1500 Years, until 
the Coming of the Saxons, the Pi#s, and the 
Scots, into this Realm; which was about A. D. 
450. For they, where and whenſoe ver they 
prevailed in any Place, did for the moſt Part 
Change the Names of Places and Towns, ac- 

counting it a great Renown, as alſo a perpetual 
Memorial of their Chivalry, to give new Names, 
either of their own deviſing, or of their own na- 
tive Countries. For fo it is written of them: 
Pitti, Scoti, Angli, Daci, & Normanni, in bac in- 


ſula rerum petiti, cunttia immutarunt, pro tropheis | 
habentes locis & ſe devitiis nova imponere nomina. 


The Saxons too, as of all other Cities and Towns 
(few excepted), ſo of this alſo, they changed the 
old Names, and called it Meonketon ; and by this 
Name it was called for the Space of more # 
300 Years, until the Time of King Atbelſtane; 
tor he, about A. D. 932, being much grieved 
and diſturbed with the E er of the Corniſb 
People, becauſe they refuſe 

him as their lawful King, conducted his Army 
againſt them. And having ſubdued them, he 


returned to this City. While he reſted here he 


: bai dhe fame, ; and ag Walls, which | before

were mighty Ditches of Earth, and the Bank 
ſet with great Poles of Timber, he deſtroyed; 
and built all of Square Stone, as is recorded 
Hanc urbem primus Atbelſtauus in poteſtatem An 
glorum fugatis Britonibus reduſtam turribus mini= . * 
vit, & muro ex quadratis/lapidibus tandem cinxif. | 
And then he changed the former Names, and 
called it, after the Name of the River, Eſeter- 
ra, or Exeterra, that is to ſay, Exeter. For ſo 
it is written: Eſt Exonia urbs Devonia comitatus, 
= Noo præcelſo ad occidentem verſus poſita', ablui- * - 2 
8 turg, flumine Ext d quo nomen habet. Others 

name it of the River floating by it; which they 
ſay is named Exceſtrum; and thus they write: 
Clariſima urbium eſt Exceſtria que ab emm Exce- 
ſtro qui eandem preterfluit eſt ſii nuncupata. Polid. 
Hiſt. lib. 5, Exeter. I find it alſo written in an 
old Chronicle, that it is named: Exanceſtria or 
Exanceſtre; which ſhould ſeem to be ſo called 
by the Saxons. For the moſt. Part of the Cities, 
Towns, and Forts, which they built or re-edi- 
fied, did end in ceſtre: Gloceſtre, Leceſtre, Man- 
cheſtre, Wincheſtre, Oſceſtre, Worceſtre, Colobeſtre, 
Ciceſtre, Ilceſtre, Biceſtre, and this City of Exce- 
ſtre, with others. For Carre in Britiſh, and Ce- 
ſire in Saroniſb, are one thing, and do ſignify in 
Engliſb a Fort, Tower, or Caſtle. 8 
This City (as is before ſaid) being walled 
about with Stone by King Athelſtane, is not al- 
together four Square, but declineth newhat 
towards a Roundneſs, and is about 1600 Paces 
(reckoning +5 Feet to a Pace), or rather a little 
more than a Mile and a half, in Circumference. 
The Situation of this City is very pleaſant and 
delicate, being ſet upon a little Hill among ma- 
ny Hills; for the whole Country round about is 
| mountainous 
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mountainous and full of Valleys, It is pendent | 


towards the South and Weſt Parts in ſuch fort, 


that be the Streets ever ſo foul or filthy, yet 
with a Shower of Rain they are cleanſed and 
made ſweet. And notwithſtanding Hills are 
commonly dry, yet Nature is ſo beneficial to 
this little Hill, that it is in every Quarter full of 
Water Springs; by which Means the whole Ci- 


ty is thoroughly furnifnhed with Wells and Tur- 


pits within the Walls, which abound with Wa- 


ters ſufficient for the Inhabitants thereof. There 
are alſo within this City certain Fountains, or 


Conduits; whereunto, thro' Trees, or Pipes of 


Lead, the Waters from ſome Springs riſing in 
the Fields, not far from the City, are brought 
and conveyed. And theſe Waters are reckon'd 
beſt, becauſe in their Courſe they are purified 


and made lighter than the other Waters ſpring- 


ing within the City; and are therefore reckoned 
fitteſt for dreſſing of Meats. Of theſe Conduits ⁵ 


two are ſpecial. One ſtands within the Cemetery 


or Church; yard of the Cathedral Church of the 
ſaid City, and is called St. Peter's Conduit.“ 


The other, being of great Antiquity, ſtandeth 


in the Middle of the City, at the Meeting of 


four principal Streets of the ſame, from which 


it formerly took its Name, being called the 


Conduit at Quatrefois, or Carfox, and now the 


Great Conduit. EN 
At the Higher End of this City is a very an- 
tient Caſtle, named Rugemont, that is to ſay, 
the Red Hill, taking that Name from the red 

Soil or Earth whereon it is ſituated. ©

and Common Council, that no Franchiſed Man 
ſhould wear any Foreigners Livery or Ba 
without the Mayor's Licence, and inſerted the 
ſame in the Freeman's Oath; which is to this 
Day obferved. —_ 1 
After this Edward Courtneie, Earl of Devon, 
Nephew to the ſaid Hugh, carried his Reſentment 
yet much further; for he not only continued to 
ſtrengthen the aforeſaid Work begun by his 
Uncle, but, as if reſolved to work the utter De- 
ſtruction of the Citizens for ever, by cutting off 
all Means of Communication with the Sea, (un- 
der Pretence of erecting certain Mills) cauſed 
two other Wears to be erected; that called Sz. 
Fames's Wear, extending athwart the whole Ri- 
ver, and the other at Lampreford. Thus the 
Lofs of the Haven was fully compleated; and 
the Country about ſurrounded, and in Proceſs 
of Time, [as it is at preſent,] covered with Salt 
Waters. EF 
For theſe Imuries many Complaints were 
made; whereupon divers Writs of Enquiry 
= were granted by the King; and the ſaid Earls, 
at ſundry Inquifitions made, found guilty. But 
= ſuch Was their Power, and ſuch the Iniquity of 
thoſe Days, that neither Law nor Juſtice could 
have due Courfe againft the. 5 
- Neverthelefs the Port hath till kept its anti- 
ent Name, i. e. the Port of the City of Exceſter ; 
and there always hath been, and is now, a Toll 
or Tribute paid to the City, by the Name of 
the Town Cuftom, for all Kinds of Wares and 
Merchandizes difcharged within that Port or Ri- 
ver, or the Members there.

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And though t the Water-Courlſe can hardly be 
ever reſtored to its antient natural State, as the 
old Courſe cannot, through Length of Time, be 
diſcerned; yet now, 1583. ] after many At- 

tempts, and with great 5 5 a Water- 
Courſe and Paſſage, begun in the Year 1565, is 
recovered; and, by the . — of certain Sluices, 
Boats and Veſſels of 15 or 16 Tons come up to 
the City, and there diſcharge at the old Place 
called the Yater-Gate;. where is built a very 
fair-large Kay or Wharf, alſo an Engine called 
a Crane for the Convenience thereof. 
Within this City were antiently but few Pa- 
riſh Churches, until the Time of Innocent III. 
who, when he had eſtabliſhed the Doctrine of 
Tranſubſtantiation, i in the Year 1198, and made 
it an Article of the Symbole, as appeareth in 
the Decretals Tituls de ſumma Trinitate, canone 
Firmiter ; then his Succeſſor, Honorius III. in 
the Year 1218, did not only confirm the lame, 
but alſo did eſtabliſh, by Decree, Reſervation, 
Candle-light, and Praying for the Dead; as doth 
appear Decret. tit. de celebratione miſſarum, cano- 
ne ſane cum, & ſane cum creatura, By which 
Means the Number of Sacrificing and Maſſing 
Prieſts did not only increaſe, but Churches alſo 
and Chapels began to be built in many Places. 
So that in 1222, and the ſixth Year of King 
Henry III. there were nineteen Pariſh Churches 
within this City and Suburbs, being the limited 
Number, as follows: 1. St. John's, 2. St. Ed- 
mond's, 3. St. A 4, 4. St. Mary Arches, g. St, 
Mary the Moor, 6. St. _ 7. St. Martin's, 
8. St. Pancras, 9. St. Keryan's, 10. St. Lawrence,

Heſides theſe Pariſh Churches there was a Mo- 
naſtery, formerly of Monks of St. Benet's Or- 
der, but is ſince become a Cathedral Church; 
being a very fine and ſumptuous Building of 
Freeſtone, with beautiful Pillars of grey Mar- 


ble. It ſtandeth in the Eaſt Part of the City, 
and (as ſome report) was firſt founded and built 


by King Ezheldred, the third Son to King Etbel- 
volphus. Others think King Edgar built it. 


XX 'Tis certain, however, that each of them built a 


Houſe for Religious Perſons within this City. 
But one was deliroyed by the Danes; and the 
other, in Proceſs of Time, was united to rhe 
Monaſtery, which is now the Cathedral Church 
as before ſaid. But the Cathedral itſelf was 
founded and built by King Atbelſtane, Son to 
King Edward the Elder; for fo it is recorded in 
the Hiſtory thereof, as appears by the following 
Words: Athelſtanus ſubjugatis Cornugualenſibus

Pointed a Ruler or Governor over them, who 
was called by the Name of Abbar , towards 
whoſe Maintenance he gave Parkethull and 
Treaſurer's Beare, and which at theſe Prefents 
do remain to the ſaid Church, and are annexed 
to the Dignity of the Treaſurerſhip of the ſame. 
The Church being thus begun, Kings, Princes, 
and Noblemen, were from Time to Time libe- 
ral Contributors towards finiſhing the ſame. - For 
about 80 Years after K. Atheiſtene, K. Knoght, 
who was alſo named Cabutus, or Canutus, at the 
earneſt Suit of one of his Dukes named Athet- 
dred, did confirm and grant to Athelwood, then 
Abbat of the ſaid Church, and to his Succeſſors, 
many Privileges and Liberties, under his Letters 
Patent,, dated the ſecond Year of his Reign, 
A. D. 1019. | 
About 30 Years after him King Edward the 
Confeſſor removed the Monks - Weſtminſter, 
and made this Church a Cathedral Church; re- 
moving the Biſhop's See, which was then at 
 Crediton, to this City, making Leofricus Biſhop 
thereof, whom he and his Wite, Queen Edith, 
did put in Poſſeſſion, as APPears by his Letters 
Patent, ieee 5 
Nevertheleſs the Monk of Burie, Polidaras, 
and others, do affirm, that this was done about 
the 12th Year of William the Conqueror, for thus 
they write: Habitum eſt Londini, ſub Lanfranco, 
antiſtitum & ſacerdotum comitium, in quo decretum 
eft, quod aliquot ſedes epiſcopales, que in oppidulis 
S pagis antea fuerant, in urbibus & locis celeber- 
| Timus Collocareniar, unde factum eſt ut Batbonia, 
Lincolnia, 
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Lubbe; N Exonia, Ceftria, & Cice- 1 
urbes, bnjuſmodi novis epi ſcoporum domiciliis 
— nobilitate. Die the hc of theſe Wri- 
ters reſerved, this cannot be true, becauſe the 
Words of the Charter ex prefsly declare, how. 
King Edward and Queen 22 did put LW 
cus, * firſt Biſhop, in Poſſeſſion, one by 
the Right Hand, the other by the Left Hand, 
— him between them up to. the High Al- 
tar, 1 ut his Hands upon the Ame. 
And yet it might be true, that at the aforeſaid 
- Council this removing and placing of this Bi- 
thop might be ratified and confirmed. 
Likewiſe William the Conqueror, in the third 
Year of his Reign, A. D. 1069, did not only 
confirm the former Charter, but, at the ueſt 
of Willam Warewef, then his Chaplain, a after- 
wards Biſhop of ſaid See, gave unto it che 

Seignories of Plimpton, Brampton, and Fr. Ste- 
phex's i in Exeter; which the ſaid Biſhop did di- | 
firibute, giving Plimptun to the Nee Ca- 
nons, whom he placed there; Brampton WAS an- 

nexed to the'Deanry ; but St, Stephen's was Tex, 
ferved always to the Biſhop, and to his 48 
fors, whereby they are Barons, and ſo Lords in 
the Parliament Houſe.

and is therefore called A Cloſe; which Gates are 

to be ſhut every Night (except at certain Times), 
and opened every Morning, at the Hours ap- 
pointed; as appears by a Compoſition made for 
the ſame between the ee and the Bi- 
ſhop and Dean. 

1 P the Middle of the Cemitery;: or Church-, 
yard, is a very fair Fountain of Water, convey- 
ed through Leaden Pipes from the ſame F — 
as is the City's Conduit. And tho' the Spri 
of both Waters are in the ſame Field, 2s 288 
far aſunder, yet this doth excel the other, Out 
of this Fountain Water is conveyed to the Bi- 
ſhop's Houſe, and to the Houſes of many of the 
Canons; it alſo. plentifully ſupplies the whole 
Cloſe and City. ; 
The City itſelf is very populous; and was 
ſometimes chiefly inhabited with Manufacturers 
of Broad Cloths; which were, for the moſt Part, 
ſent to the Spaniſh and South Countries, and were 
of ſuch Goodneſs and Subſtance, that the Names 
of them do remain in .thoſe Countries. But 
now it is chiefly inhabited with Merchants, Ker- 
fy Manufacturers, and all Sorts of Artificers; 
among whom the Merchants are the chief and 

wealthieſt 

The 
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The Government of this City was ſometimes 
buy four Bailiffs, which before the Conqueſt were 
called Portgreeves, that is, the chiefeſt Lords 
or Rulers, for Porta is taken for a Town, and 
Greeve, in Saxonic, is Dominus or Major: But 
after the Conqueſt they were, after the French 
Tongue, named Provoftes, that is to ſay, Præ- 
feli, or Rulers, and now Stewards. 
Not long after the Conqueſt there was con- 
ſtituted a Senate of ſix and thirty Perſons; but 
of late Years, by King Henry VII. of four and 
twenty Perſons; out of which Number there was 
and is yearly choſen one to be the Chief Gover- 
nor for the Year following, and is called by the 
Name of a Mayor, whom the Saxons called 
Meregreve, that is, Major Dominus, or the Chief 
Ruler. This Mayor, aſſociated with the four 
Provoſts or Bailiffs, hath the hearing and deter - 
| mining all Civil Cauſes between Party and Par- 
ty, for which they keep a Court every Monday 
I the Guildh al, Bot the Bailiffs, retaining 
their old Cuſtom, do keep the like Courts, and 
in the like Cauſes, diſtinctly from the Mayor, 
by themſelves, at whatever Time they think fit 
to appoint, (every Monday, and all F eſtivals, | 
excepted) and is called the Provoſt Court. 
Thus the Mayor and Bailiffs both jointly and 
ſeverally have Juriſdiction to enquire into and | 
determine Civil Matters. - 
But if the Matters do concern the Prince, the 
Crown, the common Peace, any criminal Mat- 
ter, or the publick Peace of the City, and 
Commonwealth of the ſame, then the Mayor 
and Juſtices, ſometimes the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council, or the Mayor by himſelf, decide 
| them: z Or by ſome other Officer or Officers, ac- 
D conti | 
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cording | as the Nature and Quality of the Ot- 
tence may require. 

The People of this City have been always 
dutiful and obedient to thi King and the Laws, 
having in great Awe and Reverence their Go- 
vernors and Magiſtrates. And this one Thing 
is not ſo ſtrange as worthy to be obſerved, that 
even from the beginning, from Time to Time, 
they have been careful for the Welfare of their 
Commonwealth, and vigilant for the Preſervati- 
on of the ſame. And- as in Times of Peace and 
Quietneſs the ſame hath been well governed, ſo 
in Times troubleſome and unquiet it hath been 
moſt valiantly defended againſt the Invaſions 
and Aſſaults of its Enemies, as ſundry Hiftort- 
ans do make appear. 
Firſt : Aruiragus, King of this Land, then 
; 22 050 Britaine, minding to keep the fame in 
its antient State, Freedom, and Liberty, refu- 
ſed to pay unto the Romans the Tribute which 
they demanded. ' Wherefore the Emperor Clau- 
dius ſent Veſpaſian his General, with a great Ar- 
my, into this Realm, either to recover the Tri- 
bute, or ſubdue the Land. Landing his For- 
ces at Torbay, then named Totonefium Littous, he 
marched to this City, laid Siege to it, and for 
eight Days together gave many Aſſaults there- 
to. King Aruiragus, being then in the Eaſt 
te of the Kingdom, on hearing of this, with 
t Army haſted hither”; when the Romans, 
offer — 1 finding they could not pre- 
vail, agreed to a Parley, and in the End a Com- 

poſition was concluded, as doth appear by di- 
vers Hiſtorians. The Chronicle of the Cathe- 

dral Church of this City hath theſe Words:

Geffrey of Monmouth, Matthew of V. aher, 
and others, writeth alſo to the ſame Effect. 
It was alſo in many Troubles and Perplexities 
in the uncertain and troubleſome State of this 
Realm; when ſometimes the Romans, ſome- 
times the Pilis, ſometimes the Scots, ſometimes 
the Saxons, and ſometimes the Danes, made In- 
curſions into this Land, and thereby occaſioned. 
long and bloody Wars; - whereby the Records - 
and Memorials of thoſe Times were for the moſt 
Part loſt and conſumed. And yet Matthew of 
Weſtminſter writeth, that it was beſieged by Pen- 
da, King of Mercia, in 632, in the Time of 
Cadwallin, one of the laſt Kings of the Britons. 
The Hiſtory is this: Edwin, the Saxon King of 
the Northumbers, having War with Cadwalin, 
or Cadwallo, did fo prevail againſt him, that he 
was driven to forſake his Realm of Wales, and 
fled. into Ireland; where he ſtudied how to reco- 
ver his Country again. Here he aſſembled 'a a 
new Force, and made ſeveral Attempts to effect 
his Purpoſe: But Edtoin was always at Hand to 
reſiſt him; for he had about him a Man named 
Pellitus, who was a Magician, and 'kilful in 
Negromancy, and who, by his Art, knew eve- 
ry thing that was doing againſt Edwin, and in- 
formed him thereof. Cadwallo having continu- 
ally bad Succeſs, was in utter Deſpair of ever 
Prevailing againſt Edin; and therefore, as one 
giving over all, ſails into Armorica, now called 
Little Britaine; and unto Salomon, the King 
8 complains of Pellitus and of his Sorce- 
When theſe two Kings had well weighed 
D 2 Affairs 
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| Affairs between them, it was concluded upon 
to ſend ſome bold enterpriſing Perſon over to 
the Court of King Edwin, who ſhould endea- 
our to kill Pellitus ; which Reſolution being 
diſcovered to Brienus, Nephew to King Cadwal- 
lo, he undertook the killing of Pellitus. The 
better to accompliſh this he A uiſed himſelf in 
' Beggar's Weeds, and ſo fails = England. And 
coming to King Edwin's Court, = then lay 
at York, he there put himſelf among the poor 
People, who waited at the King's Gate at Din- 
ner and Supper Time, to receive the Alms uſu- 
ally diſtributed amongſt them. Paellitus bein 
the Kings Almoner, and having the Charge 5 
diſtributing the ſaid Alms, came forth to ſet 
the poor People in Order; and Brienus being a- 
| _ { them, watchin 18 his Time to effect his 
Purpoſe, thruſt himſelf into the Middle of the 
of the People, and ſuddenly with his Poin- 
er or Weapon, which he kept concealed, run 
Pellitus through the Body, who ſoon after died. 
This he did 10 ſuddenly, (the Throng of poor 
People being very great) that it was not pre- 
ſently perceived, and making his Eſcape privi- 
ly, he. trayelled thro' Woods, &c. avoiding 
the common Highway, till he came to this Ci- 
ty; where he declared unto the Citizens (who 
were then Britons) what he had done; whereof 
they were very joyful, and conceived great Hope - 
that Cadwallo would again return; wherefore 
they immediately ſet about putting che City in- 
to a good State of — and armed them- 
ſelves, as well to reſiſt the Enemy, as to afford 
what Help and Axcoour 1815 i to their

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King Penda hearing of this Murder, and be- 
ing made acquainted with all the Tranſactions 
relating to it, was much grieved at the Injury | 
done thereby to his F riend and Nei eighbour 
Edin; to revenge which he ere of: | 
a great Army. And being informed that Brie- 
nus was come to this City, he marched towards 
it, intending its utter Subverſion, and laid cloſe 
Siege thereto,- But the Citizens manfully de- 
fended themſelves and Wes till Kin Cadwallo, 
(who before was advertiſe what Brienus had 
done, and of the ala made by Penda) 
came with. a mighty Army to their Relief; and 
giving his Enemy Battle, obtained a moſt lig- 
nal Victory over him; by which he detivated | 
the City, and recovered his Kingdom. 
It was alſo in greater Troubles in the Time 
of King Alured, or Alfred, the fourth Son to 
King Eleirepbus, For Polydoras, and others, 
| DE. that in the firſt Year of the ſaid King's 
Reign, the Danes, concluding, a Peace pf 
1 gave Hoſtages for the true keeping there-- 
Notwithſtanding which they perfidiouſly 
abe themſelves, and on a udden march- 
ed to this City, and by Force entered and took

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Shipping 3 and theſe, for the moſt Part, were 
drowned in a Tempeſt at Sea; others fled to 
Chippenham, or (as ſome ſay) to Briſtol ; but the 
King purſued them ſo cloſe, that he never gave 
. over till he had ſlain their Captains Hubbert and 
Hungar. A 1 
Likewiſe in the 19th Year of the ſaid King's 
Retgn, the Danes, contrary to their Faith, Pro- 
miſes, and Fledges, did again come to this Ci- 
ty, and laid Siege thereto. Danorum exercitus 
Anno 877, ab Wareham nofte quadam fadere di- 
rupto, ad Exeanceſtre, quod Britannice dicitur © 
Caieriſte diverterunt, at audito Regis adventu ad 
pupes fugerunt, & in mari prædantes manebant. 
It was alſo beſieged by the Danes in the 19th 
Year of King Egelred, in 1001; for the Danes 
which were in Normandy, being advertiſed of the 
great 'Snccefs, and large Spoils, which their 
Companions and Countrymen, had in England, 
their Teeth were ſet on Edge therewith ; they 
therefore ſuddenly prepared Shipping,  croffed 
the Seas, and landed in Devonſhire, and forth- 
with bent their March towards this City ; think- 
ing to have found the Citizens napping, and to 
have taken them unawares : fed civibus viriliter 
reſiſtentibus receſſerunt. „ 
The People and Commons of Devon, Corn- 
Wall, Somerſet, and Dorſet, advertiſed hereof, 
_ aſſembled themſelves, reſolving to endeavour to 
_ reſcue the City, and to give Batile to the Danes; 
meeting with them therefore at a Place called 
Pinboe, near this City, a ſharp and bloody Fight 
enſued, wherein was great Slaughter. And thus 
Hoveden teſtifieth: Memoratus paganorum exerci- 
tus de Normannia in Angliam revettus, aſtium Hu- 
vñ Exe ingreditur, et mon ad extinguendam urbem 
eee A | Exeanceſtre 
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Exeanceſtre eg reditur, ſed dummurum illius deſtru- 
ere moliretur, ac civibus urbem viriliter defendenti- 
bus repellitur, unde nimis exaſperatus more ſolito vil- 
las ſuccendendo, agros depopulando bomineſque cæden- 
do per Domnoniam vagatur, quare Damnonenſes in 
unum congregati, in loco qui dicitur Pinho certamen 
cum eis ineunt.

King Sweno being in Denmark, and hearing 
hereof ; and being alſo informed how King EZ : 
fred, alias Etheldred, or Egelred, had cauſed all 
the Danes in the Kingdom to be ſuddenly flain 
in one Night, was much grieved thereat; and 
did forthwith prepare a great Army to take Re- 
venge for the ſame. In the Year 1002, he 
therefore landed Troops in ſundry Parts of the 
Realm, making great Devaſtations, and brought 
almoſt the whole into unſpeakable Miſery and 
Diſtreſs. But at length, receiving a Tribute for 
a Peace, he returned home. into his own Coun- 
try. Howbeit, the Citizens of Excefter, hearing 
of the Cruelties he practiſed in the Eaſt Parts, 
prepared themſelves and City to oppoſe him, 
ſhould he attempt to commit any Hoſtility a- 
gainſt them. 3 1 "| 
But the Dane being returned home, and 
knowing nothing of this Preparation, one Hugh, - 
then Earl of Devon, (as Princes lack not Flat- 
terers) ſent Letters into Denmark, wy rs, 
8 Sweno both with the State of the City an 
the Preparations that the Citizens made to with- 
ſtand him; perſuading him withal not to put up 
with ſo great an Injury. And as Coals.will ſoon 
be kindled, even ſo the Dane, upon receiving - 
this Advice, was in a very great Heat, and 
forthwith putteth all Things in Readineſs to . 
creſs the Seas anew to work his Will again 
1 this 
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this City. Accordingly, when Time ſerved, 
the Year following, viz. 1003, he took the 
Sea, and landed upon the Coaſts of Devon and 
Cornwall, marching directly to this City, and 
laid Siege againſt it in the Beginning of the 
Month of Ay guſt, and continued the ſame until 
the Kalends * the Month of September. Du- 
ring which Time many fierce and cruel Aſſaults 
were given by the Dane, and as valiantly reſiſt- 
ed by the Citizens. But, in Continuance of 
Time, when they ſaw themſelves daily more 
and more weakened, Victuals begin to fail, the 
Fire round about them, their Walls beaten | 
down, themſelves ſlaughter'd, the Enemy to 
_ Increaſe, and become ſtronger and ſtronger, and 

their King, Eldred, fled into Normandy, taking 
no Care about them, nor affording them any 
Succour or Relief; it is not to be wondered at, 
if, in ſuch dreadful Calamity, they appeared as 
People deprived of all Motion, ſo great was 
their Aſtoniſhment. But conſidering with them- 
ſelves that Sweno was a Dane, a moſt cruel Ene- 
my, a bloody Murderer, a uſurping Tyrant, 
and had no other Title to the Crown of England 
than what the Sword gave him, they refolved 
never to yield to him, nor give over, whilſt any 
were left living able to bear Arms; chuſing ra- 
ther to dye manfully for their Commonwealth, 
and by Death reap an immortal Fame, than by 

Life to become infamous, and be the miſerable 
Slaves of a uſurping Tyrant. 

Wen, therefore, after many Aſſaults, all or 
moſt of the ableſt Men were ſpent and conſu- 
med, and few left alive to withſtand ſo might) 
and o many Enemies, the Dane, on the 27t

ty had ſcarcely recovered itſelf, when 
William yi Conqueror laid cloſe Siege thereto, 
Anno 1068: For when he firſt entered this Land, 
and by Dint of Sword ſought the noble Conqueſt 12 
thereof, the Citizens of this City, and the No- 
bility and Gentry of all the Corby 1 — | 
about, entered into one commo n League, Con- 
cluſion, and Promiſe, to join together, and to 
withſtand the Enemy to the utmoſt. This Con- 
federacy being confirm'd by a Publick Oath, 
Preparations were made on all Sides to ſupport 
it. Which the Conqueror hearing of (having 
already ſubdued the greateſt Part of the King- 
roi he immediately ſent an Army againſt this 
City; which laid Siege it. Finding the fame 
continued for ſome Length of Time, he ſet out 
from London, in order to come hither in Perſon, 
but reached no farther than Sali/oury : For the 
Citizens, underſtanding that the whole Kingdom 
had ſubmitted to him; and ſeeing how many of 
their Confederates went off daily from them, by 
which. Means they grew weaker and weaker, 
and were therefore the leſs able to reſiſt fo great 
a Force, which quite ſurrounded the City; con-

nemy entered by Force, they made Of- 


fers of Submiſſion, and humbly ſued for a Peace, 


which in the End they obtained, after pay ing a 
grievous Fine. However, the King, in Token 
of his Conqueſt, cauſed the Gates of the Caſtle 
to be changed, and an Oath taken of the Citi- 
zens that they would continue his liege and true 
Subjects.

Hoveden maketh mention, that Githa, King 


. Harold's Mother, was within the City during 


the Siege; and perceiving the People inclining 
to ſubmit, . ſecretly departed. 


Alſo in the ſecond Year of King Stephen, A. 
1137, the Peers of the Realm, remembering the 
Oath which they had before taken to K. Henry 


the Firſt, to whom they ſwore to be true to 


Maud, the King's only Daughter and Heir, 


and her Heirs ; and having likewiſe ſworn Alle- 
glance to K. Stephen; began now to repent, and 


cConſulted how reſtore the Empreſs Mawd, and 


expel Stephen, Among theſe was one Baldwin 
Rigevers, then Earl of Devon; who with Force 
enter'd and took this City. But the King fol- 
lowed him ſo cloſe, that he fled into the Ille of 
Wight, which was then his Lordſhip. After the 
King had received the City into Faith, he 


marched with his Army into the ſaid Iſle, took 


the ſame, and the Earl alſo, whom he forth- 
with baniſhed. But Mawd afterwards remem- 
bering the good Services done her by this City, 


| greatly enlarged the Liberties thereof. To her 


emory, for ſome hundreds of Years, they kept 
an Anniverſary.

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It was again in great Troubles in the Eleventh 
Year of King Richard II. An. 1387. For a Dif- 
ference having ariſen between the King and his 
two Uncles, the Dukes of York and rouceſter ;, 
and none being then ſo high in Favour with him 
as Robert Vere, Marquiſs of Dublin, and Michael 
De la Poole, Earl of Suffolk, who were at the 
Head of a powerful Faction, he gave them Or- 
ders forthwith to raiſe an Army for his Defence, 
and to oppoſe his Uncles. This they partly 
did: But whether from a Diſtruſt of their 
own Abilities, or doubtful of the Event, and 
that they might probably be called upon to an- 
ſwer for theſe their Doings ; inſtead of march- 
ing towards London, as was at firſt intended, 
they moved towards this City. The two Dukes, 
who were watchful for their own Safety, hearing 
of this, purſued them with all Haſte; and ha- 
ving overtaken them at this City, gave them 
Battle. But the Marquiſs and Earl, truſting 
more to their Feet than their Hands, ſecretly 
gave them the Slip, making no ſtay till they 
reached Scotland; trom thence they went into 
Flanders, where they died. ET TY 
It was moreover in Troubles in the tenth - 
Year of King Edward the Fourth, Anno 1470, 
| act fays 1469. ] when the Iſſue of Affairs be- 
tween this King and King Henry VI. were doubt- 
ful; the whole Realm being then in the utmoſt 
Confuſion, and rent in Pieces by different Par- 
ties, ſome following King Edward, and ſome 
following King Henry.

But Sir Hugh Court- 
neie, Knight, [[zacke calls him Earl of Devon] 
who was of King Edward's Party, hearing of 
theſe Lords, &c. being here, forthwith raiſed 
an Army, marched hither, and laid Siege to the 
City ; breaking down the Bridges, and ſtopping 
up all the Avenues by which Proviſions could 
be brought to the ſame. Being encamped about 
the City, he ſends a Meſſage to the Mayor, re- 
quiring the Gates to be opened, and Entrance 
ziven to him and his Troops; or that he would 
liver unto him the Lords and Gentlemen that 
were therein. On the other Hand : Theſe No- 
blemen, either miſtruſting the Mayor and Citi- 
Zens ;z or not willing to truſt to their Courteſy, 
and be under their Protection, deſired the Keys 
of the City Gates might be delivered to them, 
and that all Things be done by their Order and 
Appointment.

The Mayor and his Brethren, therefore, con-

th With all Speed they therefore rampired up 
the Gates, fortified the Walls, appointed Guards, 
And did eyery thing requiſite to put the * 
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the beſt. State of Defence poſſible. Yet in Pro- 
ceſs of Time, for want of due Forecaſt, Provi- 
ſions began to wax ſhort; and a Famine, *twas 
feared, would be the Conſequence (which neither 
the Commons could or would endure), if ſome 
Method to prevent the ſame was not hit upon. 
Yet they had that regard to their own Faith and 
Safety, that they patiently ſubmitted to endure 
every Want, till ſuch Time as it ſhould pleaſe 
a good God to bring about their Deliverance 3 
which he effected in about twelve Days after the 
Siege was begun, by the Mediation of certain 
Canons of the Cathedral. Soon after this fol- 
lowed the Battle of Edgecourt; wherein the Duke 
of Clarence and the Earl of arwick being worſt- 
ed, they fled unto this City; and entering the 
ſame the 3d Day of April, 1470, lay in the Bi- 


ſhop's Palace a few Days. Mean while they _ 
cauſed Ships to be prepared at Dartmouth, and 


took Paſſage ſor Calais. The King being in- 

formed which Way his Enemies were gone, pur- 
ſued them with an Army of 40,000 Men, and 
came to. this City the 14th of April 1470, ha- 


ving in his Company divers great Lords, name- 


ly, the Biſhop of Eh, Lord Treaſurer of Eng- 
land, the Duke of Norfolk, Earl Marſhal of Eng- 
land, the Duke of Suffolk, the Earl of Arundel, 
the Earl of Wiliſbire, Son to the Duke of Buck- 
ingbam, the Earl of Shrewſbury, the Earl Rivers, 
the Lord Haſtings, the Lord Grey, of Codnor, 
the Lords Audley, Saye, Stourton, Mountjoy, Stan- 
ley, Dacres, and Ferrers, and the Baron of Dud- © 
ley; with a great Number of Knights and Gen- 
tlemen.

der, Eſqrs. met at Sampford, purpoſing to have 
had — with the chief Players in this 
Interlude, as well to redreſs the Diſorders alrea- 
dy committed, as alſo to perſuade and pacify 
the reſt of the People, But they, underftand- 
ing beforehand of the Juſtices coming, were 
fully reſolved to continue what they had begun: 
And therefore, when the Juſtices were come to 
the Place, and requeſted to talk with them, 
they refuſed it; unleſs the ſaid Gentlemen would 
leave all their Men behind, and go with them 
into a certain Cloſe not far off, where they 
would be contented to confer with them. | 
The Gentlemen, altho' they and their Men 
were the moſt in Number, and ſufficient to have 
repreſſed the ſmall Company of Commons there 
aſſembled; yet, whether it was becauſe they 
thought it beſt, in ſuch a Caſe, to uſe the qui- 
eteſt Means for the pacifying of them; or whe- 
ther ſome of them, (being alike affected as the

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there having Conference with them a pretty

Juſtices; who either would not, or durſt not 
repreſs the Rage of the People, (which 72 
might have eaſily done at the Beginning); ſo 
there enſued ſuch a Scab as paſſed their Cure, 
and kindled ſuch a Fire as they were not able 
to extinguiſh, For the Commons having now 
their Will gratified ſo far were greatly lifted 
up, and fancied they had won the Garland be- 
fore they had run the Race; not conſidering 
what might enſue, nor what Folly it was to 
triumph before they had obtained the Victory. 
Great Bodies of them being now aſſembled in 


divers Parts of the County, Numbers of Cor- 


niſbmen flock unto them, fooliſhly as well as 
wickedly reſolving to maintain what was thus 
The King and Council, then occupied in the 
weighty Concerns of the State of Affairs between 
England and Scotland, hearing of this threatened 
Rebellion, in order to put a ſpeedy Stop there- 
to ſent forthwith for Sir Peter Carew, Knight, 
who then was in Lincolnſhire, and for Sir Gawen 
"Carew, who was then an Attendant at Court; 
and to them gave Commandment, that with all 
Speed they ſhould haſten into Devonſhire, and 
there, with the Advice and Aſſiſtance of the 
Juſtices, uſe their beſt Endeavours for the ſup- 
preſſing of this Rebellion, and the quieting the 
People; and to cauſe every Man quietly to re- 

turn to his Home, and to refer the Cauſes of 
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refuſed ſo to do, they were to uſe ſuch Other

The Council being advertiſed, that theſe be- 
gun Rebellions adn more and more increaſe, and 
2 of the Sequel, by reaſon that in other 
Places — the Realm the like Tumults were be- 
gun, though not for the like Cauſes, gave Or- 
ders to the Lord Ruſſell, then Lord Privy Seal, 
and afterwards Earl of Bedford, that he alſo 
ſhould go down into Devonſhire ; and he had 
Commiſſion to act in ſuch Manner as he thought 
would ſooneſt put an End to theſe Tumults and 
Uproars. The aforeſaid two Knights, having 
ks their Commiſſions under the King's 
Hand, came with all Speed into the Country; 
and coming to this City, ſent for Sir Peers Court- 
neie, then Sheriff, and the Juſtices of the Peace 
of the County; and underſtanding that a great 
Company of the Commons were aſſembled at 
Crediton, which is a Town about ſeven Miles 
diſtant from Exeter, and that the Sampford Men, 
(who were the Chief Ringleaders in all theſe 
Commotions) were. among them, conſulted to- 
gether what was beſt to be done upon this Oc- 
caſion. In the End it was concluded, that the 
ſaid Sir Peter & Sir Gawen, with others, ſhould 
ride to Crediton, and there have Conference with 
the ſaid Commons; and to uſe the moſt gentle 
Means poſſible to ap ppcaſe them ; hoping by 
good Speeches to perſuade the ſaid Commons 
of the Error of their Ways. i 
But the People having ſecret Intelligence of 
theſe Reſolutions, determined not to recede in 
the leaſt from what they had before agreed up- 
on; and: therefore with all imaginable Speed 
armed.

The News of the burning of this Barn, and 
of che Proceedings at Crediton, were almoſt in- 
ſtantly ſpread all over the Country; and every 
trivial Kirn e tho* in itſelf, compara- 
tively ſpeaking, no bigger than a Gnat, was by 
divers falſe Reports increaſed to the Size of an 
Elephant ; and the common People almoſt eve- 
ry where made believe, by artful wicked Per- 
ſons, that this Gentleman had agreed and deter- 
mined utterly to deſtroy them and their Fami- 
lies. Theſe Rumours put the People into a 
great Rage; ſo that they aſſembled themſelves 
in great Troops in different Parts of the Coun- 
ty, entrenching and fortifying themſelves, as if 
al Enemy was ready to invade and aſſail them. 
This was done, among other Places, at a Vill 
called St. Mary Clyſt, belonging to Lord Ruſſell, 
diſtant about two Miles from Exeter, which they 
began to fortify for their Defence and Safety. 
Their Pretence for this was not only the burn- 
ing the Barns at Crediton, which all the Com- 
mons in general uſed as a Cloak for their many, 
Outrages, but an Affair juſt then happened, 
which greatly increaſed their Diſpoſition to fly 
out into open Rebellion. The Affair was this: 
A certain Gentleman named Walter Raleigh, li- 

ving not far from the ſaid Village, upon a Ho- 

liday riding from his own Houſe to Exeter, o- 

vertook an old Woman going to the Pariſh 
Church of St. Mary Cy, with a Pair of Beads 
in her Hand ; he thereupon aſked. her what ſhe 
did with the Beads?

Diſcourſe with her concerning Religion, which 
was for the future to be that of the Reformed, 
as by Law eſtabliſhed, he uſed. ſeveral Argu-

_ faying, that ſhe was threatened by the Gentle- 

man, that unleſs ſhe would leave her Beads, 

and give over uſing Holy Bread and Holy Wa- 
ter, 


er Houſe, and all their Houſes, would be 
burnt, and themſelves 1 of every thing. 
Theſe and many other falſe Speeches, whi 


never in the leaſt paſſed between the Gentle- 


man and herſelf, ſne there uttered. However, 
ſhe had no ſooner ſpoken than ſhe was believed; 


and in all haſte, like a fort of Waſps, they flung 


out of- the Church, and went to the Town, 
which was not far from thence, round which 


they began to dig Trenches, and to fortify 


themſelves ; at the ſame Time ſending to all 
Parts of the Country an Account of theſe their 
Doings ; whereupon great Numbers of others 


joined them.

However, 
the Magiſtrates, (tho? it grieved them greatly to 
fee the Diſtreſs of their Fellow Citizens) having 
| ſpecial Regard to their Duty towards the King,

Fer and placed Guards in ſo many different 
Parts, that none could paſs to or from the City 
without their Leave. Having by this Means 

ſtopped the ordinary Courſe of the Markets, 
and prevented all Kinds of Proviſions being car- 
ried into the City, and penned up the Townſ- 
men (as they bragged) as in a Coop or Mew, 
they planted their Cannon againſt every Gate, 
and in all ſuch Places as they thought would do 
moſt Execution: againſt the City and thoſe who 
were within it; at the fame Time burning the 
_ Gates, and breaking up the Pipes thro' which 

Water was conveyed to the City; not only to 
have the Lead to make Bullets with, but alſo to 
cauſe a Scarcity of freſh and wholeſome Water 

therein. But as the City ſtands upon a {mall 
Hill, and has ſeveral Springs in every Quarter,

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Lord Ruſſell's Army purſued them near three 
Miles; and he intended to have paſſed through 
to the City. But one Jall, his Fool, who was 
then in Haſte come from Honiton, where he had 
heard, and upon the Road as he came: along 
did hear, Bells ringing in ſeveral Pariſh Church- 
es, imagining ſuch Ringing deſign'd as an Al- 
arm, came with a falſe Rumour to my Lord, ſay⸗ 
ing, that all the Country behind him was in Arms, 
and coming upon him. Which Report (conſi- 
dering the cruel Fights juſt paſt) was credited; 


and it was thought that a new Band of Rebels 
was preparing to follow the Example of thoſe- 


already defeated. Whereupon his Lordſhip and 
thoſe with him returned again to Honiton ; and 


from thence fent comfortable Letters ſecretly. to 
the Mayor of Exeter, giving Account of his Suc- 


ceſs, and that he ſhould ſhortly march to the 
Relief of the City. Which Letters (the City 
being then but in a doubtful and diſmay'd State) 


came in very good Seaſon; and yet were ſcarce- 


ly credited by ſome Men, becauſe his coming 


was not ſo ſpeedy. as was looked for. 
Soon after the Rebels met with this Over- 
throw, the Lord Grey, of Wilton, with a Band of 


Horſemen, and one Spinola, an Italian, with 300 


Muſqueteers, joined Lord Ruſſell; and were 


greatly concerned that they came not ſooner, to 
have ſhared the Honour of the late Victory over 
the Rebels. | 

His Lordſhip's good Succeſs over the En emy 


having given Fes and his Followers new Cou- 


rage, he again ſends other Letters to the rg, © 

comforting him, and promiſing to be with 

in a very fi Days, praying him to have bus.

nor his Beard for the Waſhing ; he was a Com- 
panion in any Exerciſes of Activity, and of a 
courteous and gentle Behaviour. He deſcended 
of good and honeſt Parentage, being born at 
Penryn, in Cornwall; and yet in this Rebellion 
he was an Arch Captain and a principal Doer. 
He was charged with three heinous Crimes: 
Firſt, that he did not only perſuade the People 
to contemn and reject the Reformed Religion, 
and to keep and obſerve the Romiſh Religion; 
but did alſo uſe the ſame in his Pariſh Church. 
Secondly, . That he was a Captain, and a princi-

He made little or no 
Confeſſion, but took his Death very patiently ; 
and had certainly proved a very uſeful Member 
of the Common-wealth, had not his Follies and 


Vices over- balanced his Virtues. 


There is one Circumſtance, however, in his 
favour, which öught not to be omitted, viz. 
Among the Rebels was a Stranger, who was à 
very ſkilful Gunner, and did great Miſchief both 
to the City and Citizens, having killed one Mr. 
Smith, as he ſtood at his own Door in Northgate- 
freet, by a Shot from St. David's Hill. This

This was ſo well liked by many among them, 
that a Day was fixed on for the Purpoſe.

(but untruly) of a Riot committed here by cer- 
tain evil-diſpoſed Perſons, ſent down his Com- 
miſſion of Oyer & Determiner, directed to the 
Mayor and Juſtices, ſtrictly requiring them to 
3 a ſpecial Care as well for the appeaſing of 
the ſaid Tumult and Riot, as for the Puniſh- 
pres of the Offenders, according to the Nature 
and Quality of their Offence. 8 
In 1 345, the Plague broke out here, and ra- 
ged for near three Years, In 1373, through 
exceſſive Heat, it again raged for ſome Time; 
25 it afterwards did in 1 379, and was fo deſtruc- 
tive to Numbers of the Inhabitants as to leave 
the City almoſt deſolate. In 1389 a great Num- 
ber of People being infected, died thereof. In

Gate of laid City; where he finiſhed his Days, 


and lies buried in the Chancel of the Chapel be-

a Multitude of People, amongſt whom were R.

fected therewith; whereof the ſaid Judge, Sir 
Jobn Chicheſter, Sir Arthur Baſſet, and Sir Ber- 
nard Drake, Knts. Robert Cary and Tho. Riſdon, 
Eſqrs. Juſtices, then fitting on the Bench, and 
eleven of the Jury impannelled and ſworn for 
the Trials of the Priſoners at the Bar, ſoon after 
died. The Cauſe of the Sickneſs was ſaid to be 


thus: Sir Bernard Drake having taken a Portu- 


95 Ship at Sea, (which had hover'd up and 
down ſo long, that the Merchants and Mariners 
therein were all worn out, occaſion'd chiefly 
thro' Want of Victuals, and other Neceſſaries) 


ſent the Men to the High Goal, who alſo infect- 


ed the Priſoners therein (moſt of whom died), 


and no leſs affected both City and Country. 


In 1589, the Plague agrin broke out; as it 2 


Mary Magdalen Hoſpital, without the South 
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did in 1603, raging horribly; For the better 
ſuccouring of the Perſons infected therewith, a+. 
Peſt-Houſe was provided near the City, by the 
ſpecial Care of the Magiſtrates. Maudlii and 
Lammas Fairs (in regard of the ſaid Sickneſs) 
were not now kept. In July, 1624, this dread- 
ful Malady again enter'd, and continued very 
hot for the Space of a whole Year, ſweeping a- 
way many Families. Thomas Walker, Eſq; be- 
ing choſen Mayor in 1625, refufed to accept of 
the Office, as the Contagion ſtill reigned, and

on a Petition was ſent to the King (Charles.

A great Contention aroſe here, in 1347, about 
the Election of the Mayor and other Officers;

forth no Perſon ſhould be choſen Mayor, but a 
wiſe, grave, ſober, honeſt Man, and one who 
had been tried in the Office of a Steward for one 


whole Year, and was able to expend, yearly, of

Jobn Shillingford being elected Mayor, refuſed

lingford, commanding him, under Penalty of 
1000 J. to accept of the ſaid Office; which he 
accordingly did. 181 

In 1436, William Crymell (late Mayor) being 
duly ſummoned to attend the Mayor at the 
Council Chamber, and refuſing to appear, was 
therefore abridged of having any more his Ca- 
non Bread, and Wine Money.

A great Diviſion happening amongſt the Ci- 
tizens, in 1496, about the Election of a Mayor, 


for avoiding the like for the future, twas or- 


der d by the Mayor and Common Council, that 
no Man ſhould be Mayor, or bear any Office, 
nor any Election held good, unleſs the ſame 
were done according to the antient Orders and 
Uſages of the City; and withall, that the May- 
or, and 24 of the ſaid Common Council, ſhould 
elect the Mayor, and all other Officers of the 
ſaid City. 
By an Order made, in 1544, all Freemen 
ought to preſent and give their Voices at the E- 
lection of a Mayor, upon Pain (without a rea- 
ſonable Excuſe) of Disfranchiſement. 

Richard Croſſing, elected Mayor in 1649, re- 
fuſed to ſerve the Office, yet no Fine was ſet 
upon him, nor any other Mayor choſen for that 
Year, but ſupplied by Deputies. ; 

Jobn Martin, choſen Mayor in 1662, refuſing 
to ſerve the Office, a Petition was ſent to the 
King (Charles II.), who commanded him to un- 
dertake the ſame ;- which he accordingly did. 
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In 1353, the Paſture of Crotditch, or Soutbern- 5 5 
hay, was ſet to rent for 3j 8. per Annum: And in 


1667 it was levell'd, and pleaſant Walks made 
thereon, 200 young Elms ny praniee in ſe- 5 
veral Rows.

People, ſhould always reſide therein, in the ſe- 
veral Apartments aſſigned them: And for their 
better Maintenance, by a Feoffment annexed to 
the ſaid Writing or Ordination, did grant divers 
Lands and Tenements, in the City aforeſaid, 
and County of Devon, unto fifteen Gentlemen 
of Quality, and their Heirs ſucceſſively, the Re- 
mainder in the Crown, that the Tertenant ſhould. 
pay unto the faid Chaplain yearly the Sum of 
eight Marks, and to each of the fri poor Peo< 
ple Eight-pence a Week; appointing to the ſaid 
People ſeveral Services to be done, principally, . 


that they ſhould twice every Day repair to the | 


Chapel to hear Divine Service; that none of 
them ſhould be vagrant, nor beg; that the 
Mayor and Bailiffs ſhould twice every Year, viz. 
within eight Days of Eaſter and St. Michael the 
Arch-Angel, viſit the ſaid Houſe, hear the 
Complaints of the Poor, and remedy Abuſes; 
appointing a Collation for the Viſitors, and Fees 
tor the Officers: That the Moiety of the Rents, . 
Iſſues, and Profits of the Lands, at all Times 
to come (beyond the finding and ſuſtaining the 


faid Chaplain and Poor remaining) ſhould be | 


reſerved to the Tertenant fulfilling his Ordina- 
tion; and the other Moiety to be uſed by the 
Houſe, for avoiding of Suits, and preſerving 
the Rights of the Land. This Ordination was 
many Years orderly obſerved, and the Lands 
deſcended by the foreſaid Conveyance to the 
Spekes ; and tho? the Money given to the Prieſt, 
by the Statute of Chanteries came to the Crown, 
yet was the ſame continued: And the yearly 
Value of the Lands increafing, Sir George Speke, 
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Kar, of M hitelactington, in Samerſetfhire, the Ter. 
tenant, increaſed the ſaid Poor's Pay from Eight. 
pence to Thirteen-pence Weekly, during his Life. 
But the ſaid Alms-houſes happening to be de- 
ſtroyed in or about the Lear 1643, during the 
Rebellion, and the Lands deſcending to George 
Speke, Eſq; he not only refuſed to build them 
again (although, ſuch. great Revenues were given 
for the doing thereof), but kept back Five-pence 
Weekly out of the Thirteen-pence paid to the 
Poor as aforeſaid; Whereupon the Mayor and 
Bailiffs (then Viſitors of the ſaid Foundation) 
exhibited a Bill in Chancery againſt the ſaid My 
Speke ; and after the Matter had been debated 
near eight Years in the ſaid Court of Chancery, 
at an Expence to the City of upwards of 300. 
a Decree was obtained, in 1662, as follows: 
1. That the Chapel be repaired by the Defen- 
dant, and made fit for Divine Service by Mi- 
thaelmas come Twelvemonth ; and that the Di- 
vine Service of the Church be read there every 
Morning, by Eight o'Clock, to the Poor, and 
the Owner of the Land to appoint one of the

wiſe fined, and thereupon proſecuted : But ſub- 
mitting to the Chamber, and Paying their re- 
ſpective Fines, upon their Petition the Proſecu- 
tion was dropt.---- Thomas Townſhend, Edward 
Edmonds, and Philip Biſhop, who were Bailiffs in 
1708, refuſing to keep their reſpective Feaſts, 
were fined, &c.

In 1655 ſeveral Perſons of Quality, for their 

Loyalty, in proclaiming: Charles II. King of 
England, &c. at Southmolion, were taken Priſon- 
ers, and confined in the High- Jail; where they 
were often viſited, and plentiful Proviſion daily 
made to ſupply their Wants by the honeſt Inha- 
bitants of this City, and the Country adjacent. 
Commiſſioners of Oyer & Terminer coming hi- 
ther for their Tryals, moſt of them were found 
guilty of High Treaſon ;, and Fobn Penruddock 
and Hugh Grove, both of the County of Wilts, 
Eſqrs. were beheaded i in the Caſtle, others were 
hanged: at Heavitree, two or three reprieved, - 
ſome baniſhed the Kingdom and fold for Slaves; 
while others again ſuffered by Fines, Impriſon- 
ments by Sea and Land, Compoſitions, Seque- 
ſtrations, Decimations, and what not! A Se- 
queſtrator was then found to be like the Sultan's 
Horſe, that where he treads the Graſs grows no 
more. In a Word, they ruin'd the Father, 
beggar'd the Son, and ſtrangled the Hopes of 
Poſterity in many flouriſhing Families. After 
the Condemnation of the above mention'd Pri- 
ſoners, they ſent the following Letter after their 
J uäges, which wWas deliver d to W at * :

rit, ſnould be denied any Requeſt, we preſume 
to make theſe humble Addreſſes to your Ho- 
nours, that you will he pleaſed to become In- 
terceſſors to the Lord Protector. on our Behalfs, 
either by Letter or otherwiſe, as your Honours 


ſhall think fit. Nor yet can we think our in- 


conſiderate Lives, in themſelves, of Moment 
ſufficient for your Troubles ; but when we ſhall 
lay the Ruin of fo many tender and innocent 
Relations, whoſe Dependencies are ſolely on our 
Lives, and are too numerous to be made miſe- 
rable by our Deaths; we cannot deſpair of 
Bowels of Compaſſion in you.

iſſued, viz. That no Soldier ſhould preſume to 
park five Miles from his Quarters, on pain of 
loſing his Arrears, and ſuffering Death. Soon 
after this General Monk, with 7000 hardy old

In the Month of June, 1669, a Sturgeon was 
taken in the River over-againit the Red Rock, 
or Goodman's Well, on this Side of Topſham, by 
an Inhabitant of this City, which meaſur'd nine 
Feet and a half in Length, and fix in Compaſs. 
Chriſtopher Lethbridge, Eſq; late Mayor of this 
City, by his Laſt Will, dated Nov. 21, 1669, 
ave an Annuity of 3 J. os. 8 d., iſſuing out of 
his Dwelling-houſe ſituate in the Pariſh of St. 
Mary Arches, to be paid Quarterly, during the 
Term of 3000 Years, that the ſame be beſtow'd 
in a middle Sort of Bread, by equal Portions, 
and by the Church-wardens of the ſaid Pariſh di- 
ſtributed every Lord's Day, amongſt 14 poor 
People therein inhabiting; and that all the Poor

After that ſuperſtitious and corrupt Religion

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There were therefore in this City, from Time 
to Time, as Opportunities ſerved, ſundry Reli- 
gious Hoeuſes and Monaſteries founded and e- 
reed; of which there were three within the Place 
fiow / called the Cloſe of St. Peter's, in Proceſs of 
Time united into one. The firſt was a Houſe 
for Women, called Mpniales, or Nuns; which 
is no the Dean's Houſe, or Calenderhay. The 
other was a Houſe of Monks, fuppoſed to be 
built by King Eibeldred, third Son to King E- 
 #hehwbIpb, about 868; and theſe two were uni- 
ted to the Cathedral Church by Biſhop Leofricus. 
The third Was a Houſe for Monks, of the Order 
of St. Benet, founded and built by K. Atbelſtane 
about 932: And this is that Part of the Cathe- 
Aral Church now called the Lady-Cbapel. For 
the ſaid King having driven out of this City the 
Britons then dwelling therein, and minding to 
make a full Conqueſt both of them and of this 
their Country, purſued them even into Cornwall, 
here he conquer d them. He then returned to 
this City, and ſtaying here ſome Time, re- edi- 
fied the ſame, encompaſſed it with a Stone Wall, 
and founded the Cathedral Chureh as above ſaid ;

And being Biſhop he wrote ſundry Books, as 
of Predeſtination, Free-Will, Penance, and o- 
thers. Of all Men he could not brook nor fa- 
vour Thomas Becket, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
for his Contempt and Diſobedience againſt the 
King; for which he ſharply reproved, rebu- 
ked, and inveighed againſt him openly in the 
Parliament Houſe holden at Northampton ; and 
with ſuch effectual Reaſons, and pithy Argu- 
ments, he did ſo temper the ſame, that the 
whole Parliament relied unto his Judgment and 
Opinion herein againſt Thomas Becket. After 
whoſe Death, ſuch was the Gravity, Modeſty, 


and Wiſdom of the Man, that he was ſpecially 


choſen to be Ambaſſador for the King unto 
Pope Alexander the Third: and ſo wiſely, and 
with ſuch Diſcretion uſed the ſame, that not- 
withſtanding his Cauſe and Meſſage: had many 
Adyverſaries, yet he reconciled the Pope and

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of 'themſelves,” and partly by Help of their 
Friends, did put him to School, and kept him 
do his Book; wherein he proved and proſpered 
ſo well, that he was very well learned. At the 
Time of his Election he was no Prieſt, and 
therefore not capable of any ſuch Dignity: But 
immediately he took that Order upon him, and 
forthwith was conſecrated Biſhop; all which 
being done within fifteen Days, it was counted 
25 for a Miracle, namely; that he fhould be e- 
lected Biſhop, then made Prieſt, .and at laſt to 
be conſecrated; within that Space. For ſo ma- 
ny Dignities (as they termed it) to be caſt upon 
ohe Man in ſo ſhort a Time, had not been 
lightly ſeen. He founded the College of Gla- 
ſeney, in Perin, in Cornwall, and endowed the 
ſame with fair Poſſeſſions and Revenues. He. 
purchaſed the Barton of Roteſdon and Clif, and 
gave it to the Hoſpital of St. Fobn, within the 
Eaſt Gate of the City of Exeter. He inſtituted 
in his own Church the Feaſt” called Gabriel's 


Feaſt, and gave a Piece of Land for the Main- 


tenance therebf. He alſo did, by a Policy, 
purchaſe the Lordſhip and Houſe of Cl Sa- 
«hisfield, and by a Device did enlarge the ſame, 
by gaining of Corniſp- Wood from his Dean and 
Chapter: He then built thereon a very fair and 
ſumptuous Houſe, and called it Biſhops Chit; . 
wich he left to his Succeſſors. Likewiſe he 
got the Patronage of C/;ft Fomeſon, now called 
Sowron, and annexed the ſame to his new Lord- 
| ſhip, which (as ſaid) was in this Manner :---- 
He had a Ffier to be his Chaplain and Confeſ- 
ſor, who died in his faid Houſe of Chf, and 
ſhould have been buried at the Pariſh Church 
of Faringdon, becauſe the ſaid Houſe was, and

13. PrrrR Quivztr, in 1281, was conſe- 
crated Biſhop of this Church, under bn Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury. He was u liberal and 4 
pecial Benefactor to the Hoſpital of St. Fobn, 
in Ext, as well in Goods as in Livelihoods. 
He firſt began to inlarge and increaſe his Church 
from the Chancel downwards, and laid the 
Foundation thereof, King Edward I. who 
kept his Chriſtmas here in 1284, at the Suit of 


the Earl of Hereford, (who at his being here 


was lodged in the Houfe of the Grey Friers, 

which then was near the Houſe of St. Nicholas) 
obtained a Promiſe of the Biſhop, that they 
ſnould be removed from thence to a more 
wholefome Place, which was to a Place with- 


out the Southgate ; whereof after the King's De- 


arture grew ſome Controvetſy, becauſe the 
iſnop refuſed to perform his Fromiſe made to 
the King. This Man alſo impropriated the Pa- 
riſ of St. Newleine, and the Pariſh of Stoke Ga- 
britl, and united the fame' to the Office of the 
Chanicetlot of the Catticdral Clrarch, upon Cori 
ditibh, that the faid' Chancellor Thould'continu- 
ay a a Thee Within the Fit Ciey, of Die 
vinity, or of the Decretals: And if he ſhould 
fall tö do rhis, that then it might and ſhould 
be lawful for the Bifkop to teſuine the Parſoha«

had ſo done, becauſe the ſame was 1h his See, 
he ſwerved from his ſaid Promiſe, and utterly 
denied to perform the ſame, by the Perſuaſion 
of one Peter Renefeld, a Dominican or Black 
Frier, and Confeſſor unto the ſaid Biſhop;. who 
envying the good Succeſs of the Franciſcans, 
perſuaded the Biſhop in. no wiſe to permit them 
to enjoy the Place which they had gotten; nor 
to build therein; becauſe it was within his See, 
For, faith he, as under Colour of Simplicity 
they creep into the Hearts of the People, and 
hinder us poor Preachers from our Gains and 
Livings ; ſo be ye ſure, that if the Canons put 
Foot within your Liberties, they will in Time. 
ſo encroach upon the ſame, as that they will. be 
clean exempted from-out of your Liberty and 
Juriſdiction.” About two Years after the Bi- 


op kept a great Feaſt upon the Sunday next 


before St. Fraxcis's Day; among others preſent 
with him was one Walter Winborne, one of the

The Biſhop miſliking theſe Speeches, 
waxed ſomewhat warm, and being offended 
thereat, in open Terms did not only deny to 
yield thereunto, but wiſhed himſelf to be choak- 
ed what Day ſoever he did conſent or yield un- | 
to it. It chanced that the ſame Week, and : 
upon the Day of St. Francis Eve, the Biſhop | 
took a certain Syrryp to drink, and in too ha- 
ſtily ſwallowing thereof, his Breath was ſtopped, 
and he forthwith died. The Franciſcans hear- 
ing thereof, made no little Ado about this Mat- 
ter; and blazed it abroad that St. Francis wrought 
this Miracle upon the Biſhop, becauſe he was 
ſo hard againſt them. This Biſhop, in 1287, 
called a Synod of his Clergy, who made many 
good Canons, He was buried in the Lady 
Chapel of his own Church.

14. Txomas BIT rox, born in Wilthire, ſuc- 
| ceeding Bp. Quivell the Year following (the See of 
Canterbury being void) was conſecrated by Jobn ; 
Roman Archbiſhop of Tork. He left no Memo- | 
rial of any great Things done by him, ſaving that 
he continued the Building of his Church, and 
was a Favourer of ſuch Learned Men as lived 
in his Dioceſe in his Time, namely, Robert 
Plimpton, a Regular Canon of Plimpton, and 
Profeſſor of Divinity, and who wrote two Booxæs; | 
Walter of Exon, a Franciſcan Friar of Carocus in | 
Cornwall, who, at the Requeſt of one Balduin 
of Exceſter, wrote the Hiſtory of Guy of War- -- 
wick; William of Exceſter, Doctor of Divinity, 
and Warden of the Franciſcan Friars of this Ci- 
| pe OE ns 0 * 
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ty ; Godfrey ſurnamed Cornwall, a cubrit School: 
man, and ſometime a Reader of Divinity in Pa- 
7is. This Biſhop, after having occupied this 
See fourteen Years, died in 1306, and was bu- 
ried in the Choir of his own Church, at the 
Foot of the High Altar. 

15. WALTER STAPLEDON, in 1307 being 


. nominated to this See, was conſecrated by Ro- 


bert Wincheſter Archbiſhop of Canterbury. He 
was born in Devon, and deſcended of 9 Pa- 
rentage; which gained with his Learning, Wiſ⸗ 
dom, and politic Hxad, ain'd him great Credit 
and Favour with King Edward II., who made 
him Lord Treaſurer of England, and one of his 
_ Privy. Council. At his Inſtalling he kept a ſo- 
lemn Obſervation : For, being come firſt to the 
City, immediately after his Conſecration, he a- 
lighted from his Horſe at the Eaſt Gate,. and 
went in on Foot, all the Street being covered 
with black Cloth. He was led on both Sides 
by two Men of Warſhi , and Sir Hugh Court- 
neie, Knt., who claim to be Steward of his 
Feaſt, went next before him. The Feaſt itſelf 
was very ſumptuous and plentiful. A Contro- 
verſy aroſe between this Prelate and the ſaid 
Sir Hugh Courtneie, concerning his claiming to 
be his Steward; but the Matter was r 0 
ed, and an End put to the Dis As this 
Prelate greatly increaſed in Wealth, 030 was he 
careful in the well - diſpoſing of Fart thereof. 
For the Increaſe of Learning he built and erect- 
ed two Houſes in Oxford, one named Stapledon's 
Inn, but ſince Exeter College, the other Hart- Hall. 
He was alſo a great Benefactor to St. John's 
Hoſpital; unto which, for Relief of the poor 


2 Children therein, he impropriated the Rey 
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of Erneſcome. In the Controverſy between King 


Edward II. and the French King he was ſent 
Ambaſſador to the latter, and joined in Com- 


miſſion with Queen Jabella, Siſter to the faid 


French King, (Who took the young Prince her 


Son with her) in 1323, to endeavour to bring 
about a Peace between them. This he partly 
effected: But departing ſecretly from France the 


Fear following, without taking Leave of the 


Queen, he return'd into England, diſcover'd all 
her private Tranſactions, joined with the Spen- 
ters (who favour d her not), and made Prepa- 
rations to prevent or oppoſe her Attempts. In 
the mean- time her Enemies ſecretly. practiſed 
every thing in their Power to cauſe a Strife and 
Enmity between the King and her, and ſo to ſet 
her aſide; but they fell into the very Snares 
they had privily laid for others: For, in 1326, 
the Queen, by the Help of the Earl of Henauld, 
and of Sir Jobn his Brother, came into England 
with a great Army; whereof the King and the 


Spencers being afraid, they departed from London 


and went to Briſtol, leaving this Biſhop behind 


them, whom they made Cuſtos of London; he 
therefore demanded of the Mayor the Keys of 
the Gates of the City; but the Londoners took - 
and beheaded him, and likewiſe his Brother, 
Sir Richard Staplellon, in Cheapſide, and buried 
his Body in a Sandhill in his own. Houſe with- 
out Temple-Bar, on the 15th of October, 1327. 
The Queen, however, forgetting his diſcourte- 
ous Actions towards herſelf, and reverencing 
his ſacred Function, about ſix Months after his 
Death ordered his Corpſe to be taken up and 


honourably interr'd in ſome more fit Place; 


whereupon he was accordingly taken up, and 


L 1 brought 
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brought to this City, and with great © Soleninity 
buried in his own Church. He filled this See 
about twenty Years. ---- In the third Year: of 
King Edward III. whoſe Father (K. Edward II.) 
was depoſed in 1326, a Synod was held at Lon- 
don before Simon Archbiſhop, of Canterbury, who 
order'd that diligent Enquiry ſhould be made 
into Biſhop Stapledon's Death, whoſe Murderers, 
and all others who were privy or any way con- 
ſenting to his Death, were ſentenced to die, 
and executed accordingly. Shar: 1 
1 James BARKELEIE, born in Clan 
ſbire, on the 26th of March, in 1327, before 
the Burial of his Predeceſſor in his own Church, 
was conſecrated Biſhop of this City. He de- 
ſcended of the noble Houſe of the Lord Barte- 
leie, and although he was reputed to be a very 
godly and a wiſe Man, yet he had no Time to 
give Proofs thereof, as he died in the fourth 
Month after his Conſecration, upon the 24th 
Day of July, 1327, and was buried in his own 
Church, (as ſome ſay) but ſome think he never 
eame hither at all. 
7. JohN GranDisoN, being i in Traly with 
Pop: Jobn XXII. after the Death of James Bar- 
 keleie, the King preſented him unto the Pope, 
who accepted the Preſentation, and. conſecrated 
him Biſhop of this Dioceſe, on the 8th of OFo- 
ber, Auno 1327. He was born and deſcended 
of the antient Houſe of the Grandiſons, Dukes 
of Burgundy, His Father was named Gilbert, 
the Brother of Otbo the Great Lord Grandiſon; 
which Gilbert coming into this Land, was well 
entertained by the King and; Nobility. He 
had fo gpod a Liking of the Country, that by 
Means of Henry Earl of Lancaſter, with whom 
E 
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he came into England, he married Lady Sibilli 
Daughter and one of the Heirs to Jobn Tregos, 


Lord. of the Caſtle of Ewas, near Hereford- eaſt; 
and by her had Iflue five Sons and four Daugh- 


ters; of which this Biſhop was one, who was 
born in the Pariſh of Aſoperton, in the Dioceſe 
of Hereford. He was from his Childhood very 


well affected to Learning, and became a good 


Scholar and Profeſſor of Divinity, of which 
Method he wrote two Books, the one intituled 
Pontificales Majores, and the other Pontificales 


Minores. He was alſo very grave, wiſe, and 
pohtick ; and thereby grew into ſuch Credit 
with Pope John XXII. that he was not onl7 

of his Privy Council, but alſo Nuncio Apoſtoli- 


cæ Sedis; and, in all Matters of Weight and 


Importance, an Ambaſſador for him to the Em- | 


peror, to the Kings of Spain, France, England, 
and all the mightieſt Princes of Chriſtendom. 
And being on a Time ſent in- an Embaſſage to 
King Edward III., he did with ſuch Wiſdom 
and Gravity behave himſelf, that the King was 
raviſhed in Love with him, and did ſo tenderly 
love and favour him, that he never ceaſed, un- 
til he had procured him from the Pope; and 
then he gave him the Archdeaconry of Notting- 
ham, and beſtowed great Livings on him. He 
made him one of his Privy Council, and in the 
End preferred him to this Biſhoprick. After 
this, there being ſome Diſliking between Pope 


Clement VI. and the King, he for his approved 
Wiſdom was fent Ambaſlador to the Pope, in 


1343, to treat of a Peace and Friendſhip be- 
tween them; and with ſuch Wiſdom he did his 
Meſſage, that he obtained his Purpoſe, and 


made a Reconciliation. After his Return home

ed in doing good Fhings. He built and ſonnd- 
ed the College of St. Mary Ortery, and endow-

«. 2 which Prediction of his in the End 
„ partly, to Effect: For not only the moſt 
Patt the Temporalities of his Biſhe prick; bur 
this new-buile. Houſe and Den WOES are 
come to be the Poſſeſſions and Inheritances of 
temporal Men. This Biſhop waxing old, and 
feeling in himſelf a Decay. of Nature, made his 
laſt Wilh and Teſtament, wherein he gave ſuch 
large Legacies to the Pope, Emperor, King, 
Queen, Archbiſhop, Biſhops, Colleges; Church- 
es, and to fundry Perſons of high Eſtates and 
Callings; that a Man would marvel;: conſider- 
ing his great and chargeable Buildings, and 
Works otherwiſe, how and by what Means he 
could have attained to ſuch a Maſs of Wealth 
and Riches; But his Wiſdom and Policy con- 
ſidered, it was eaſy. For firſt, he ſequeſtrateth 
* himdelf, and-out of his Houſe, the T _—_ 
0 
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of many Men and Horſes, retaining and keep. 
ing no more than to ſerve his reaſonable Eſtate; 
his Diet was frugal, his Receipts great, his Ex- 

ces no more than neceſſary. eover, he 
ad taken and ſet an Order with all the Eccle- 
fiaſtical Perſons of his Dioceſe, that at the 
Time of their Deaths they ſhould leave and be- 
queath all their Goods to him, or to ſome o- 
ther in Truſt, # pios uſus, and towards his 
chargeable Buildings; and fo well was he belo- 
ved, and his Doings liked, that they all accept- 
ed this his Order: by Means whereof he 
within the Courſe of 40 Years to infinite Wealth 
and Riches. He was in all his Life - time a 
plain Man, and void of all vain Glory and 
omp, and commanded that none ſhould be 
uſed at his Burial, which he deſired might be 
done in a plain and ſimple Manner, and that 


none of his Executors, Chaplains, Servants, 


nor none of his Houſhold, ſhould wear a 
Mourning or Black Clothes at the fame, but 
only their accuſtomed Apparel, which then was 
commonly grey- coloured Clothes. This Bi- 
ſhop: was no leſs grave and wiſe, than ſtout and 
of Courage, if Occaſion did ſo require. And 
amongſt other Things this is reported of him; 
that about the Year 1331, Simom Mepham, then 
_Archbiſhop of Canterbury, {ent his Mandatum 
to this Biſhop, that he would viſit his Church 
and Dioceſe upon Monday next after Aſcenſi- 
on-Day n eng which Mandatum this 
Biſhop (upon what Occaſion it is not written) 
did refuſe, and appealed. from the ſame, adver- 
tiſing the Archbiſhop that he ſhould not viſit 
his Church nor Dioceſe. Notwithſtanding, the 
Archbiſhop, at the Time appointed, came 52 5 
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this City, and went to St. Peter's Church, not 
thinking that any durſt withſtand him. But 
the Biſhop knowing of his coming, goeth to 
the Church Door, meeteth the Archbiſhop, - 
and forbiddeth him to enter into his Church; 
but the Archbiſhop preſſing forward, as with 
Force to enter, the Biſhop being then well 
guarded, denied and reſiſted him: Whereupon 
the Archbiſhop departed, and after, at a pro- 
vincial Council holden at London, the Archbi- 
ſhop complained thereof ; but by Means of the 
like Diſcord between him and his Suffragans, 
he prevailed not. In this Biſhop's Time one 
William of Exeter, a very well learned Man, 
was a Canon of this Church; and he joining 
with Nicholas de Ceſena, Okeham, Walſingham, 
and others, did openly preach, that CHRIST 


and his Apoſtles were but poor Men, and had 


no temporal Poſſeſſions: Neither was any Em- 
peror or Lay Man ſubject to the Pope, but on- 
by in Matters of Religion. But when he heard 
that Pope John XXIII. had excommunicated, 
and would condemn them all for Hereticks, 
this William, to ſave his Livings, ſecretly 
ſhrunk away from his old Companions, and 
vriteth certain Concluſions againſt them and 
his own Preachings. Alſo, in this Biſhop's 
Time, about 1340, one John of Bampton, ſo 
named becauſe he was. born at Bampton, in this 


Dioceſe, and a Monk of the Order of the Car- 


melites, was a very good Scholar, and firſt did 
openly read Ariſtotle in the Univerſity of Cam- 
. bridge, where he was a Scholar; and afterwards 
he ſtudied Divinity, and was made Doctor. 
He wrote certain Books which are not extant.

And this Matter being brought to the Convo- 
cation-Houſe, this Biſhop, as'chief Prolocutor 
of that Aſſembly, did make a very learned and 
pithy Oration before the King, then of Purpoſe 
preſent, and the whole Clergy, much lament- 
ing that the Religious Men were ſo far ſtrayed 
from the Rules of their Profeſſions, and the 
Holineſs of their Predeceſſors.

Proceſſion. The King alighting from his Horſe, 
followed them on Foot into the Cathedral, and 
having made his Oblations at the High Altar, 
was thence conducted to the Biſhop's Palace, 
and there lodged.

ated. About the ſame Time Dr. Smith, Biſhop 
of Lincoln, was building of a College named 
Brazen-Noſe, and was very willing and deſirous 
to join with him; but being denied to have the 
Nomination of a Founder, his Mind was chan- 
ged.

Howbeit, ſome 
Diverſity was between theſe two Biſhops at the 
firſt, to what Uſe this College ſhould be em- 
ployed. For the Founder was of the Mind 
that he would have it made for a Houſe of 
Monks; but the Benefactor was of the contrary 
Mind, and would have it for Scholars, alledg- 
ing that Monks were but aà Sort of buzzing 
Flies, and whoſe State could not long endure;

The Watch- 
men are to be Houſcholders, who, each in his 
Turn, is to watch in Perſon, or to ſend an a 
5 Perſon in his ſtead, well and ſufficient- 
ly armed with Harneſs and Weapon. The ſaid 
Watchmen, in the Summer, immediately 
Sun - ſet muſt repair to the Guildhall, there to 
take their Oath, hear their Charge, and receive 
the Watch⸗ Word. They are to depart thence 
in good Order, and viſit each of the Gates, 
and ſee that they be ſhut and made faſt, and 
then all come to the Carfoixe, or Great Conduit, 
there to divide themſelves into their ſeveral 
Quarters, agreeable to the Orders of thoſe ap-
